Court Refuses to Allow Abused Lad 
to be Taken Away, So Minister 
Will Co-operate in Damage Suit 


Rev. C. Eissfeldt, superintendent 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Kinder- 
freund society of Wauwatosa, Wis., 
who nine years ago gave Arthur Hu­ 
bert into the care of C. A. Mundstock, 
arrived in the city today, and accom­ 
panied by Rev. Julius Gamra applied 
to tho county court for custody of 
tho child on the ground that under 
the law the lad was under guardian­ 
ship of their society until 21 years of 
age. 
Although in 
one 
sense the 
law on this point is clearly in their 
favor, Jud"e Brindley declined to 
rescind his appointment of Sol Bur­ 
dick as guardian and informed the 
gentlemen they would have to bring 
suit to gain possession of the child, 
if they so desired. 
The consequence of the visit la 
that Burdick will remain guardian, 
and prosecute the suit against Mund­ 
stock for damages, but will no doubt 
have the assistance of the attorneys 
for the Lutheran orphanage, as tho 
superintendent of that institution de­ 
clares he desires only to see justice 
done, and does not care to insist upon 
taking the boy back to the home. Sol 
Burdick has been appointed guardian 
by Circuit Judge Fruit, also, in or­ 
der that he might push the suit in 
that court. 
Mundstock Concealed Brutality 
There seems every indication that 
Mundstock, the brutal town of Shel­ 
by farmer who is to be sued for abus­ 
ing the lad, made every effort to con­ 
ceal his brutality. 
He informed the 
court he did not know' the name of 
the minister wrho brought him the 
Huber lad, and that he (the minis­ 
ter) had only called once in nine 
years to inquire after the boy.
